Arkansas has been misled by the 
crystals which Hot Springs market- 
ed from nearby caves, so that 
scant attention was given the little- 
known, mysterious blue-earth cra- 
ter that lies just cast ol Murfrees- 
boro. 


Perhaps 
a million dollars has 


been lost trying to mine those 
diamonds for the commercial mar- 
ket. The late Fred Heiskell, broth- 
er of President J. N. Heiskell of 
the Arkansas Gazette, and co-own- 
er of that newspaper, told me in 
1925 
the Arkansas Diamond Min- 


ing corporation itself sank hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars build- 
ing a modern mill and trying to 


'<§•- operate it profitably. But it failed,, 


presumably with a total loss for] 
the Little Rock investors. 


And yet the diamonds are actu- 


ally there. Collier's photographs 
this week include one of the $75,000 
gem Uncle Sam, which is now on 
display in a New York jeweler's 
office. 


Arkansas is indebted to Collier's 


for this fine article and pictorial 
layout. It certainly won't do our 
1 tourist trade any damage.

.Russell told a reporter all he 


knows about that is what ho read 
in the papers, adding: 


"But I'm not a candidate for 


President, 
if 
that's 
w h a t 
it 


means." 


However, some of the Georgia 


senator's friends saidthe y have 
little doubt Russell's name will 
be put before the convention 
as 


the choice of the South if Presi- 
dent Truman allows his name to 
be voted upon. 


Mr. Truman told a White House 


news conference yesterday there 
are plenty of men ambitious for 
the Democratic nomination if 
he 


doesn't run again. But he said it 
wouldn't be seemly to name them. 


Tho President apparently 
was 


not speaing about Russell, who 
polled 263 convention votes in 1948 
in the South's unsuccessful slop- 
Truman move. This was a little 
over 
one-third 
of the 61B then 


needed to nominate. 


As he did then, Russell repre- 


sents the South's protest against 
Presid cut 
T ruman's civil rights 


program. Senator 
Long 
(D-La) 


said he personally doesn't

president hasn't discouraged the 
pilgrimage of the faithful to the 
White House to pledge support of 
state delegations for his renomi- 
nation.
